1041(E).— Whereas the countries specified in the table given below (hereinafter 
referred to as the said countries) have ratified the Paris Convention for the Protection 
of Industrial Property, administered by the World Intellectual Property Organisation, 
to which India is also a signatory country ; 

And whereas the said countries would afford to applicants for Trade Marks in 
India or to citizens of India similar privileges as are granted to their own citizens in 
respect of the grant of Trade Marks and the protection of Trade Mark rights; 

And whereas for the fulfilment of arrangements with the said countries as per 
the said Convention, it is necessary to declare such countries as convention 
countries. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of 
section 131 of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958 (43 of 1958), the Central 
Government hereby declares each of the said countries to be a convention country 
for in relation to the said convention all the provisions of the said Act.
